VANCOUVER,  Sept.  30  (CP).— Led 
by  Sergeant  J.  H.  Healey,  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  officers 
uncovered  today  what  Is  believed  to 
be  the  largest  distributing  point  of 
Illicit  liquor  discovered  In  Vancou- 
ver in  many  years,  when  they  raided 
a  shack  on  Musqulem  Indian  Re- 
serve, arrested  two  Chinese,  and 
seised  hundreds  erf  gallons  of  llquar 
and  mash. 

Over  140  gallons  of  bottled  liquor, 
forty-two  gallons  of  alcohol  and  680 
gallons  of  mash  were  seised  by  the 
offlcers  when  they  raided  the  plant, 
which  was  complete  to  corking  ap- 
paratus and  drying  raaks  for  the 
botUes. 

LONG  nrVISTIOATION 

The  seizures  followed  weeks  of  ex- 
tensive work  by  the  Investigation 
department  of  the  R.C.M  P.,  made 
difficult  by  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of 
the  illicit  liquor  was  handled  by 
night  clubs  and  bootleggers.

WINNIPEG,  Sept.  30  (CP).— At 
least  three  members  of  the  Mani- 
toba Government  had  been  advised 
of  shortages  in  the  University  of 
Manitoba  endowment  fimds  three 
months  before  the  public  learned 
of  it,  a  board  of  inquiry  was  told 
today. 

During  the  course  of  his  testl- 
money,  Robert  Drummond,  Provin- 
cial Comptroller-General,  told  the 
board  of  Inquiry  which,  under  Mr 
Justice  W.  F.  A.  Turgeon.  is  investi- 
gating the  Ices  of  $1,000,000  In  the 
endowment  funds,  that  on  May  23 
he  had  written  Hon.  R.  A.  Hoey, 
Minister  of  BduoaUon,  to  the  effect 
that  the  funds  were  short  $588,663. 
Copies  of  the  letter,  he  said,  had 
been  sent  to  Hon.  W.  J.  Major, 
Attorney-Oeneral,  and  R.  McN. 
Pearson,  deputy  provincial  trea.s- 
urer,  who  said  he  had  .shown  the 
letter  to  ^emier  John  Bracken. 
CONTROLLED  FUNDS 
The  shortages  had  been  revealed 
In  an  auditors'  report  of  the  en- 
dowment fund  books  kept  by  the 
investment  firm  of  Machray  & 
Sharpe,  through  whose  accounts  all 
Investment  funds  of  the  university 
were  handled.  J.  A.  Machray,  sen- 
ior partner  of  the  firm,  now  serving 
seven  years  in  penitentiary  for 
stealing  $500,000  from  the  instltu"- 
tlon,  was  chairman  of  the  board  of 
governors  of  the  university  and 
honorary  bursar,  thus  having  con- 
trol of  the  investment  funds. 

Another  day's  investigation  by  the 
board  disclosed  further  falhu-e  of 
the  board  of  governors  to  comply 
with  the  University  Act.

Sir,— British  Columbia  Is  a  heavy 
producer  of  sliver,  in  fact  we  are  a 
silver  province.  A*  such  we  should 
do  everything  possible  to  keep  min- 
ing on  the  move,  as  taidlrect^  Vic- 
toria always  receive*  her  diare  of 
the  pronu  by  f  umlahtag  mlae*  with 
supplies  of  all  different  kinds,  as 
well  as  being  headquarters  for  dif- 
ferent mining  companies  and  gen- 
eral business  that  miwt  be  done  In 
Victoria  on  account  of  our  Parlia- 
ment Bullding.s,  etc. 

The  Dominion  of  Canada  has 
twenty  billion  one-dollar  bills,  and 
eight  million  two-doUar  bills  in  cir- 
culation now.  The**  CD*  aad  two 
dollar  bills  are  only  a  serM  of  paper 
with  no  aetual  value.

Mucti  has  been  said  of  the  use  of 
psychology  In  correctly  bidding 
contract  hands.  However,  the  op- 
portunity to  "flx"  an  opponent  by 
the  use  of  psychology  does  not  end 
in  the  contracting.  A  really  fine 
dummy  player  1*  marked  not  only 
by  his  technique  and  ability  to 
execute  dUBcuIt  end-plays  (as  there 
are  probably  scores  of  players  quite 
capable  in  that  re.spectt.  but  by  his 
ability  to  lead  the  defense  inu> 
channels  which  best  suit  his  pur- 
poses. 

The  gtxxl  dummy  player  knows 
that  he  Is  not  a  magician  and  can- 
not make  tricks  out  of  nothing, 
somewhat  as  a  magician  would  take 
a  rabtdt  out  Of  a  hat,  but  realises 
that  to  really  "etear  trteks  he  most 
have  the  eo-operatlon,  even  though 
It  tM  uawllUng.  of  the  opponents 
Therefore,  he  must  give  them  every 
opportunity  to  err,  give  them  a.s 
many  gue.sses  as  powibl.'.  ,ind 
capitalize  on  any  slips  they  may 
make.  He  should  make  his  play  ol 
the  dummy  as  deceptive  as  possible, 
try  to  mask  his  intentions  and  give 
erroneous  Impresslcn*  of  hi*  tuM- 
lag.  Re  should  cooeeal  the  weak- 
neaaei  and  hide  the  strength  of  his 
tiand  a*  mueh  as  possible.  lach 
hand  effers  different  ways  of  do- 
ing this,  and  It  Is  up  to  the  re- 
sourcefuInrM  and  InRT.ulty  of  earh 
Individual  dpclarer  to  find  the  l)esl 
way  of  leading  the  opponent*  from 
the  straight  and  narrow.
